A PIECE OF SOAP. 


It was about tea years ago, in the 
month of December. The day was cloudy 
and dull, and the wind was roaring 
among the oat trees.

"Bridevent is a sly one, Maitre le

other things than shave chins.'' 


Satisfied with what I had heard, I 
asked the proprietor to show me Bride- 
vent's house and left the inn. I found 
it, as he had described, a low, pictur­ 
esque cottage, standing alone far back 
from the road, with its broad, sloping 
roof giving to it a somewhat lugubrious 
appearance, not lessened by its lonely 
situation. 


When I was within a few feet of the 
porch, which was partly concealed by 
low bushes, the door suddenly opened 
and a figure appeared. 


It was that of a small man, a very 
small man, squat, dark, thickset, with 
long arms and tremendously bowed legs.

The Country Thereabout Offered F e w Fea­ 
tures, and There W a s Nothing W o r t h y 


«f Eulogy—A Report T h a t Failed Com­ 
pletely as a Prophecy, 


The Chicago of nearly 75 years ago 
did not present an inviting appearance. 


The party of Keating and Lang left 
Fort Wayne in May to discover tho 
source of the St Peter's river. The ap­ 
proach to Chicago is thus described in 
the account published in 1825: 


"We were near the southern extremity 
of the lake. The view toward the north 
was boundless, the eye meeting nothing 
but the vast expanse of water which 
spread like a sea, its surface at that 
time as calm and unruffled as though it 
were a sheet of ice. 


"Our path led us over the scene of tho 
bloody massacre whioh occurred in 1812, 
when the garrison of Chicago was de­ 
stroyed by the Pottawatomies. No traces 
are now to be seen of the massacre. 


'' On the afternoon of June 5 we roach 
ed Fort Dearborn (Chicago). Fort Dear­ 
born is on tho south bank, near the 
mouth of the Chicago river. The post at 
Chicago was abandoned a few months 
after the party visited it. Its establish­ 
ment had been found necessary to intimi­ 
date the powerful 
tribes of Indians 
whioh still inhabit this part of the coun­ 
try. 


"We were much disappointed at the 
appearance of Chicago afld its vicinity. 
We found in it nothing to justify the 
great euloginm lavished upon it by Mr. 
Hchoolcraft, a Into traveler. 


The best comment upon his descrip­ 
tion of tho climate and the soil is the 
fact that, with the most active vigilance 
on the part of the officers, it was impos­ 
sible for the garrison, consisting of 70 
to 90 men, to subsist on the grain raised 
in the country. 


"The appearance of the country near 
Chicago offers but few feature* 
There 
is too much uniformity iu the scenery. 
The extensive water prospect is a waste 
uncheckered by islands and unenlivened 
by spreading canvas. 


"The village presents no thrilling 
prospects, as notwithstanding its antiq­ 
uity it consists of but few huts, inhab­ 
ited by a miserable race of men, scarcely 
equal to the Indians, from whom they 
are descended. Their log or bark houses 
are low, filthy and disgusting, display­ 
ing not the least trace of comfort. 


"Chicago is parhaps one of the oldest 
settlements in the Indian country. Its 
name, derived from the Pottawatomie 
language, signifies either 'skunk' or 
'wild onion.' Mention is made of tho 
place as having <been visited in 1671 by 
Perot, who found 'Chicgou' to be the 
residence of a powerful chief of tho 
Miamis. 


"As a place of business it offers no 
inducement to the settler, for the whole 
annual amount of trade on the lake did 
not exceed the cargoes of five schooners, ' 
even when the garrison received its sup- i 
plies from Mackinaw. 
' 


"It is not impossible that at some dis­ 
tant day, when the banks of the Illinois 
shal? have been covered with a dense , 
population and when the low prairies 
which extend between that river and 
Fort Wayne shall have acquired a popu­ 
lation proportionate to the produce whioh i 
they can yield, Chicago may become one j 
of the points in direct communication 
between the northern lakes and the Mis- J

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SBC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable theiefor, and on 
the n»glect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any .manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of bis deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

Other* Find Solace I n I t , 


The following from .Edmund Yates' 
"Recollections" appeared in a London 
periodical: "Mr. Gladstone 'detests' to­ 
bacco; Mr. Matthew Arnold 'abuses' 
it; Mr. Buskin hates the man who 
'pollutes the pure air of the morning 
with oigar smoke.' But' are we not con­ 
soled for the abstinence of these great 
men by the devotion of others of emi­ 
nence? Thackeray once declared that he 
did not despair to see a 'bishop lolling 
out of the Atheneum with a cheroot in 
his month, or, at any rate, a pipe stuck 
in his shovel h a t ' But if we have not a 
smoking bishop, we have a smoking poet 
laureate (alluding to the late Lord Ten­ 
nyson), familiar with tobaocos, Latakia, 
Connecticut leaf, Perique, Lone Jack, 
Michigan, Killicinick, Highlander 'or 
any of the English brands.' 


"How did he take the gentle weed? 
At his feet was a box of white clay pipes. 
Filling one of these, he smoked until it 
was empty, broke it in twain and threw 
the fragments into a box prepared for 
their reception. 
Then he took another 
pipe from its straw or wooden inolo- 
sure, filled it and destroyed it, as before. 
For years Professor Huxley, like Charles 
Lamb, toiled after tobaooo 'as some men 
after virtue.' At a certain debate on 
smoking he told the story of his early 
struggles in a way which utterly put the 
antitobaooonists to confusion. 


" 'For 40 years of my life,' he said, 
'tobacco had been a deadly poison to 
me. 
[Loud cheers from the antitobac­ 
conists. ] In my youth, as a medical 
student, I tried to smoke. In vain I At 
every fresh attempt my insidious foe 
stretched me prostrate on the floor. [Re­ 
peated cheers, ] I catered the navy. 
Again I tried to smoke and again met 
with defeat I hated tobacco. I could al­ 
most have lent my support to any insti­ 
tution that had for its object the putting 
of tobacco smokers to death. [Vociferous 
cheering. ] 


" 'A few years ago I was in Brittany 
with some friends. 
We went to an inn. 
They began to smoke. They looked very 
happy, and outside it was very wet and 
dismaL I thought I would try a oigar. 
[Murmurs. ] I did so. [Great expecta­ 
tions. ] I smoked that cigar—it was de­ 
licious. [Groans. ] From that moment I 
was a changed m:in, and I now feel that 
smoking in moderation is a comfortable 
and laudable practice and is productive 
of good. 
[Dismay and confusion of the 
antitobacconists. Roars of laughter from 
the smokers. ] 


'' "There is no more harm in a pipe than 
there is in a cup of tea. You may poi­ 
son yourself by drinking too much green 
tea or kill yourself by eating too many 
beefsteaks. For my own part, I consider 
that tobacco in moderation is a sweetener 
and equalizer of the temper.' 
[Total 
rout of the antitobacconists and com­ 
plete triumph of the smokers. ] "

They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, or satellites, 
which revolve about Mara, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center of 
the primary planet exactly three of his 
diameters and the outermost five. The 
former revolves in the space of 10 hours, 
and the latter in 21 
so that the 
squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the same proportion with the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars. " 


One hundred and fifty years before it 
was known that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would 
have been met with ridicule, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact number of satel­ 
lites that Mars possessed, told their loca­ 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar­ 
ity in the relation of the speed to the 
central orb, a peculiarity based upon no 
principles with which astronomers are 
familiar. A careful study cf the state­

Meals In the Dark Age*. 


Few references can be found as to the 
manner in which a meal was served and 
eaten during the dark ages. As near as 
we can learn, the soup was put in a big 
bowl with ears, called a "porringer." 
There was seldom a spoon for each per­ 
son. Those who had spoons dipped them 
into the porringer, and the liquid was 
carried directly to each month. 
Those 
who were without spoons drank thoir 
soup from the porringer, holding it by 
one of the ears, or else borrowed a spoon 
of their neighbor. 


The meats were placed in a large ves­ 
sel in the center of the table. Each per­ 
son present at the meal picked out with 
his fingers such bits as he desired. One 
or two knives answered for half a dozen 
guests. Those who were without knife 
borrowed from those who had one. As 
a rule, the guests at table nsed their own 
knives. There is no evidence that nap­ 
kins were supplied to guests at this pe­ 
riod.

Some varieties of oards have the pio- 
ture of a bull's head upon the fifty-third 
oard, which is known as the "joker," 
and largely affected by progressive 
euohre players when they are working 
assiduously for plated watoh oh arms 
and cotton lace collars. 
It is seldom 
nsed in a game of poker, but in some 
seotions it is left In the deok upon suoh 
occasions, and when a man holds it he 
is at liberty to give it the same value 
as any other oard in bis hand. The oth­ 
er night a party of jovial spirits sat 
down to while away a few hours at the 
seductive pastime, and when some one 
asked what kind of poker should be 
played another suggested that "every­ 
thing should go." In the parlanoe of 
poker this means a great deal. A player 
can oheat to his heart's content provided 
he is not discovered, and as all the 
players were equally well equipped 
with trioks the proposition was aooeded 
to. 


Dnring the game one of the players 
excused himself for a moment on some 
apparently proper plea and left the 
room. While he was absent he secured 
a new deok of cards and arranged them 
so that the person who dealt them would 
receive four aoes, while the man to bis 
left would get four kings. In his hurry 
he failed to remove the bull's head.

Do We Ever Really F o r g e t Anything? 
The brain of mankind has been de­ 
fined as a kind of pbonographio cylin­ 
der, which retains impressions made 
upon it through the medinm of the 
senses, particularly through the eyes 
and ears.
